boxes. Demand is steady for this 
commodity, BO the employment does 
not change with the seasons. 
The laundries\ have ste'ad" employ- 
ment for women labor the year round, 
increasing 
slightly 
during the hot 
months of the 
summer season and 
having rush work on holidays and spe- 
cial occasions. The -Janesville Steam 
Laundry of Charles Schaller employs 
on an average twenty-five . girls, and 
the Troy Laundry, 
Charles 
Butler, 
proprietor, twenty girls. 
The Badger 
Laundry only employs two girls, most 
of the worklbetag done by men. 
The restaurants have quite A little 
corps of workers, 
McDonald's, The 
Savoy, Razook's, : Flynn's and others. 
each employing from five to seven 
pirls, according to the season. In the 
hotels of the city the force is much 
larger,, the Myers having twenty wom- 
en on its staff, the Grand flfteon, the 
Park six, the Empire flve, the Hotel 
London two.

Demand 'fon Sateswomen-. 
' In the mercantile business the need 
for more help is not so acute as in 
other branches of ''industry, as their 
policy is to discourage the 
casual 
worker and employ -only those girls 
living at home. 
They are all very 
careful to empjov only the better edu- 
cated and refined class of ladies, and 
those desiring to stay with the firm 
find work 
up to better conditions. 
Bostwlck^has 
on 
their roll at tne 
present time eighty-five names of lady 
employes, and the Golden Eagle has 
twenty-five. 
"Woolworth's 
store em- 
ploys about twenty girls ' ordinarily, 
with the number increasing to twenty- 
five on'Saturdays. In the T. P. Burns 
store they employ from seventeen to 
twenty girls; in Madden & Rae's at 
the present time about ten: in Simp- 
son's, nine in the suit department and 
five in the millinery. In Hinterschied's 
and Nichols company they each em- 
ploy from three to flve girls, according 
to the season. Hall & Huebel, flve, 
and "W. S. Pond five, with a possible 
six -or seven on Saturday.

each. The insurance and real estate 
firms also 
employ 
quite a staff of 
stenographers and bookkeepers. Per- 
haps 200 women employes .would be a 
very low estimate in this lino of work. 
In the public utilities of the city 
two sirls are employed in the city 
hall, four at the library building nnd 
flve each at the offices of the gas com- 
pany and the electric light. Five girls 
are employed at the Gazette office ana 
two at the United States postoffice. 
The telephone companies have each 
their quota of "hello glrlB." The Rock 
county company have twenty in the 
operating rooms and four on the office 
force, and the -Wisconsin ,Bell system 
having twenty-three in the operating 
rooms and three in the office. 
Seventy Women Teachers. 
The teaching element of the city is 
no inconsiderable 'army, the 
public 
schools employing over seventy ladies 
and the continuation and 
industrial 
school having about twenty women 
teachers on their forces. 
Three la- 
dies are employed as teachers at tne 
training 
school. There ;are about 
thirty trained nurses listed in the city 
at the present time, besides a consid- 
erable force of practical nurses whose 
number would be hard to compute.

Special Dinner* Served to Inmate* of 


County Institutions.—Large Num-

On "the whole Janesville'B celebra- 
tion of Thanksgiving day was a auiet 
one. More ana more contributors to 
charity, whether they be individuals 
or organizations, make their donations 
in a quiet' way,, avoiding- publicity: aa 
far as possible. An illustration of this 
is shown by the fact that many groc- 
ers and butchers report that people 
bought supplies or outfitted a basket 
for some poor tamily and had these 
delivered without any name, taking no 
credit for their kindness other than 
the satisfaction of .knowing that they 
had been of some b eln to someone. 


• The city was full of people from 
out of town.' Families which have be- 
come separated, reunited yesterday; 
family dinners were the order of the 
day. Many householders who 
- 
wish the trouble of /preparing large 
meals, or who believed they could 
economize, took their dinners at the 
various hotels ami restaurants of the 
city, nearly all of- which served spe- 
cial meals in: honor of th'e occasion. 
Most of the churches held special 
Thanksgiving services, and a number 
devoted the offerings to local chari- 
ties. The spirit of the day, according 
to one pastor, seemed to;be a realiza- 
tion pf the naeds of others and a gen- 
eral unselfishness that has 
seldom 
been seen before. 
In addition to the great'number of 
private 
contributors, there were a 
number of larger donations. E. R. 
Winslow gave one hundred and twen- 
ty baskets, well filled with fruits and 
other groceries, to needy people who 
called at his store. 
High school stu- 
dents contributed food, which was dis- 
tributed among thirty-one baskets; 
these were delivered to needy families 
by the students. 
The Retail Liquor 
Dealers' association also contributed 
twelve baskets.

Many of these organizations and in- 
dividual contributors worked in co- 
operation with the Associated Chari- 
ties who secured the names of those 
who needed;the food the most. 
The 
Salvation Army did little at this time 
in contributing to the poor, as they are 
planning on giving Christmas dinners. 
For those ten unfortunates who hap- 
pened to be lodged in the county Jail 
at this festive time, a special dinner 
was arranged, at which a number of 
luxuries not usually on the bill of fare 
were offered to the prisoners. 
Superintendent and Mrs. Wliipple, 
at the county poorhouse and insane 
asylum, arranged special celebrations 
and feasts for the inmates of thise In- 
stitutions. Reverend Francis H. Brig- 
ham of the Carglll Memorial Methodist 
church, together with the men's quar- 
tet from that church, went to the 


i almshouse, where they held a Thanks- 
i giving service for these people. Car- 
I nattoiis were left for all the^ inmates 
! and a number of bunches of flowers 
for the sick people.

London, Itec. fit—A ( curly-headed 
little boys waits at the austere portalB 
of the British House of iLordg today 
to learn whether he is the penniless- 
foundling of a San Francisco by- 
street or heir to British estates ana 
an EuKlish country gentleman. 
He Is "Teddy" (Chartee Eugeae 
Edward) SUngsby, a bright California, 
eix-year-old who lias ieen tuffetea 
about between $50,000 a year 
and 
penniless namelessness ever since ha 
came into the world September J, 
1910.

Mrs. 
Charles i Henry 
Slingsby of San Francisco, who claim 
to be Teddy's father and mother, 
claim Teddy is entitled to the York- 
shire estate of bis alleged grand- 
father, the late Reverend Charles 
Slingoby. Reverend Slingsby wiHed 
his estate to "the first male heir" born 
to any of his children. 
The British court of probate and 
divorce on February 4, 1915, decreed 
Teddy the true son and heir of Mr. 
and Mrs. G. H. R. Slingsby. C. H. R. 
Slingsby in 1900 married Mrs. Dor- 
othy Morgan Warner, a Kentucky 
society widow. 


C. H. R. Sllngsby's two 
younger 
brothers. Thomas William and Alan 
Peter Slingsby, respectively, had con- 
tested -the claim of the 
C. H. R 
Slinesbys that Teddy was their son. 
They claimed and made a long conn 
fight to prove that Teddy was the son 
of Lillian Anderson, a San Francisco 
school Rirl, and was taken over by 
the C. H. R. Slings-bys as their son 
so he could claim the Yorkshire es- 
tate. 
They produced from a aan 
Francisco 
newspaper 
what 
they 
claimed WEB an advertisement plaoed 
therein by Mrs. Slingsby advertising 
for a new born baby. 
When the probate and divorce court 
decided against the two brothers they 
took the case to the court of appeals, 
which on March 14, 1916, reversed the 
probate and divorce court decision 
and declared Teddy was not the son 
of the C. H. R. Slingsbys and not en- 
titled to the estate. 
Justice Bargrave Deane of the pro- 
bate and divorce court had ceciaett 
in favor of Teddy largely because he 
had a peculiar shaped jaw like his 
father's and an oddly formed ear like 
his mother's. The court of appeals 
evidently did not think that way. 
The C. H. H.. Slingsbys then ap- 
pealed to the house of lords, which 
granted a stay until today because of 
the appellants' lack of funds. 
The 
case may possibly be further con- 
tinusil today, but it is likely the hear- 
ing v.'ill proceed.

CANCER TAKES LEAD 


AS CAUSE OF DEATH 


Madison, Wis., Dec. 1.—The month 
of October marked the first period in 
which cancer Ms taken a. greater toll 
of Wisconsin lives that tuberculosis. 
For years cancer has followed tlie 
great white plague in fatality, with 
pneumonia always leading the list as 
a cause of death. Cancer cost 164 
lives ill this state last month, while 
tuberculosis claimed 158. Pneumonia 
led all as usual, with 16» deaths. 
• Fully recognizing the, growing <m.- 
portance of the cancer problem and 
the insidious character of the disease, 
the state board of health has arranged 
for pathological work to be done at 
the state co-operative laboratories at 
Superior and F*nd du Lac. 
Cancer, diagnosed early, and receiv- 
ing iimnediate proper surgical and 
medical treatment, is curabte; hence 
its importance from a public health 
standpoint. 
• 
Morjc- state co-operative laboratories 
will b.:i established in certain centers 
of copulation in the near future. The 
pathological work In the co-operative 
laboratories is free to physicians and 
health officers of the state, and the ac- 
tive use of these facilities by physi- 
cians is stronglM urged. The state 
health 
authorities are 
firmly 
con- 
vinced that the crusade against can- 
cer will bring" about material results 
in combatting this serious" malady.

I 
am sure they don't consider it maid- 
enly or ladylike and yet these stanch 
and willing women munition workers 
of today are doing cruel work too. 
Down at the big arsenal at Wool- 
wich, Hust thirty minutes from, London 
by train, seventeen thousand women 
from pixteen to fifty years old at ui* 
machlner are turning out with fleet 
and capable feminine fingers bits or 
guttering copper and aluminum ana 
crass which, assembled into shells. 
bombs, hsndKrenades. cartridges and 
all those deadly and frightful weapons 
of modern warfare, are dubbed mo- 
nitions. 
Not only are the wives, metiers. 
sweethearts and sisters of Tommy 
Atkins, the typical working women, 
employed at this new sort of fanes- 
work but delicately reared aud cul- 
tured gentlewomen as well are eagerly 
and efficiently doing their bit. 


There is work for every grade and 
degree of age and mental and physical 
development. The pay for all is bet- 
ter too than, the workers can get In 
any other sort of a position. It aver- 
ages from three to five pounds or *15 
to $25 per week. One time comfort- 
able English households are plunged 
Into chaos and gloom through the 
loss of their chambermaids, nurse- 
maids and cooks who hear the siren 
call of the shrapnel and the sheil. 
Mancions ia Mayfair and Park Lane, 
ho veils in Whitechapel and the East 
End disgorge alike their bits-of fem- 
inity into the insatiable maw of the 
.government arsenals.

At Woolwich, under the wise and 
humane jurisdiction of Miss Lilian 
Barker, the government lady super- 
visor, the women workers are like 
one huge family or a school for girls. 
AH sorts of things aro provided for 
their amusement and instruction in 
their leoreation hours. 
There are, 
dancing classes, amateur theatricals 
and educational courses. 


So, although the work is strenuous 
and the hours long, the effect on th« 
women of this steady work, good par, 
nouTishins food, clean lodging, fresh 
air and above all. tlessed spirit of in-

NOW FREE OF TURK 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 1:—What 
manner ot 'people constitute the body
